Stilion's Home Was Destroyed by Fire Wednesday 


, Evening—His Charred Body Was Removed From 
Ruins—Pres. Chamberlain of Cenison Aids in the 


Search for Corpse—Coroner is Investigating. 


Declaring that there was sufficient 


evidence of foul play to warrant a 
thorough Investigation, Marshal Joe 
Shipley of the village of Granville 
will inquire fully regarding the move- 
ments of Stilion and his companions 
in the two hours or more immediate- 
ly preceding the fire. 


That a quarrel took place in the 


shack is reasonably certain and the 
man who first gave the alarm and 
rang the fire bell will be asked to ex- 
plain his lack of interest in the pro- 
gress of the blaze. After 
notifying 


the marshal and going to a house near 
the Stilion home, he seemed to lose 
interest in the spectacular blaze. He 
is said to have declared that the body 
was found, when word to that effect 
had not reached the house where he 
sat by a stove, having represented 
that he was suffering from exposure. 


Stilion's skull was crushed by a 


heavy blow upon the upper right side 
cf the head. This fact was shown by 
a cursory examination of the body at 
the Jones morgue. More than that, a 
wooden mallet, measuring three inches 
square, was found lj-jg In the ashes 
almost against the dead man's body. 
Besides this, a flat iron, a deadly- 
weapon in the hands of an angered 
man, 
was found almost at his feet. 


Stilion's body was 
fully clothed 


when the fire was started. This was 
proven by the fact that portions of 
his felt boots still clung to his legs 
and the burned fragments of his coat 
and trousers also •hung"ab~out portions 
of his body. 


It is known that Stilion had trou- 


ble with some of his acquaintances 
and is said to hare declared that he 
would "kill the 
. If he's 


too big for me to lick, I can shoot 
him." 


The theory is offered that this old 


quarrel was renewed 
Wednesday 


night, a fight followed in which Stil- 
ion was killed and the shack was 
fired to conceal the crime. 


Coroner Wiyiarch visited Granville 


Thursday morning, 
examined the 


body and conferred with 
Marshal 


Shipley. The coroner was apprised 
of the information which the village 
official had collected in the course of 
his investigation and will make a 
complete inquiry into the case. 


About noon Thursday, 
Marshal 


Shipley came to Newark and arrested 
a man who refused to give his name. 
He is a stranger, in Granville, but he 
is being held until the investigation 
of the fire is completed by village 
and county officials.

Stilion was formerly

Granville about two years ago and 
has been in the employ of the rail- 
road since then. 


The alarm of fire was sounded al 


9:30 o'clock. The blaze was discov- 
ered by Ed. Kelvey, who was on hf« 
way home when he passed the cot- 
tage of Stilion, which is located on 
the lot of the HuJshizer flour mill* 
opposite the T. & O. C. station. 


It was thought at first that thai 


Hulshizer mill was on fire when the* 
large blaze was observed at the time> 
of the alarm. -This caused consider* 
able excitement and a large crowd 
gathered to discover that Stilion'* 
one-story cottage, which is located 
fifty feet south of the mill was. ablaze 
and it would be impossible to save it. 


The 
Granville 
fire department 


with a single stream was able to keep 
the fire under control, but It was Im- 
possible to save the building, which 
burned to the ground.

impossible for any 
communication 


relating to the activities of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church to reach you 
personally, for the reason that "all 
such letters are withheld from you,- 
by your private secretary, Mr. Tu- 
multy. 
It is unfortunate, both for 


you and for the country that such 
an impression prevails, and that it 
seems to have some foundation. 


"Before dealing with this subject 


in this magazine, I am writing to 
ask for a statement from you which 
might 'be of service 
in 
restoring 


confidence among some of the best 
citizens of this republic. 
Any renly 


however brief, showing 
that 
this 


letter actually reached you, would 
be a source of satisfaction. 


"When you were governor of New 


Jersey, I wrote you concerning some 
criticisms of your course 
in which 


you were charged with showing fav- 
oritism to the Roman Catholic church, 


and your reply placed the matter in 
such a light that I did not deem it 
necessary to make another reference 
to the subject. 
My desire is to deal 


fairly with public men, and 
hence 


this letter. 


"Thanking you for any 
attention 


which you may give to my request, 
I am,

The President's Reply. 


The President's reply, under date of 


January 19, 1914, follows: 


"My Dear Sir:—Allow me 
to 
ac- 


knowledge the receipt of your letter 
of January 15, and to thank you for 
your candor in writing me. 


'I beg leave to assure you that im- 


pression that any part of my corre- 
spondence is withheld 
from me in 


any circumstances by my secretary on 
account of religious prejudice on his 
part is absurdly and utterly false, 
i 


venture to say that no President ever 
had more frank and satisfactory re- 
lations with his secretary than I have 
with mine. The whole of my corres- 
pondence is constantly open to me. 
Mr. Tumulty is more prompt, perhaps 
to call my attention to matters 
in 


which his prejudice is supposed to be 
engaged than to other matters of rel- 
ative indifference. 


"Of course, I need hardly add I am 


not speaking from an impression, but 
from knowledge of just how my cor- 
respondence is handled.

The -knife for- 
merly was the property of Frank 
Darlmont, who worked in a factory 
with Petras. The knife was lost two 
years ago, according to Darlmont, 
who now lives in Chicago. Darlmont, 
however, presented an alibi which the 
police consider sufficient. 


The police discovered a new wit- 


ness today whose testimony they say 
will go far to prove that Anthony 
Petras whose suit Theresa Hollander 
rejected, is the man who beat her to 
death with a bludgeon in a cemetery 
Monday night. • Peter Eiechbach, a 
fellow student of Petras at a night 
school, said Petras left the school 
saying he was going home while as a 
matter of fact he went down town. 
About 9 o'clock Fischbach says he 
saw Petras standing idly in the cen- 
ter of the business district.
